Article le This Association shall be called the Greene County , 
Association of Missionary Baptists. 





Article 2. The object of this Association shall be to carry our 
Lord’s command, viz: “Go ye therefore and make disciples of all 
nations, baptizing them in the name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Spirit, teaching them to observe all things what- 
soever I have commanded you, and I am with you alway, even unto 
the end of the world.” And especially to promote the Sunday School 
cause, to encourage a deeper interest in our denominational schools 
and literature; to encourage temperance; to use our best efforts to 
preach the gospel to the destitute, and to further any and all worthy 
benevolent enterprises. — 















Article 8. The membership of this body shall consist of mes- 
sengers elected annually by the churches belonging to the Associa- 
tion, with the pastors. 







Article 4. This Association shall meet annually at a time and 
place decided upon at the preceding meeting. 








Article 5. It shall be the duty of each church belonging to 
this body to elect and send annually three messengers, together with 
a letter containing such information as may be required to make up 
intelligible tables of statistics.

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“ARTICLES OF FAITH 


1. We believe in one God, the Father, the Son and the Holy 
Ghost—equal in power and glory. So
